Romulus board adopts 
property tax levies 


By HENRY CANTIN 

The Romulus Board of Education has adopted the school 
district*s property tax levies for the 1971-72 school year. 

The new tax levies were set at the July meeting of the 
school board and following the election of new officers and 
the seating of new board member Mrs. Diane L. Boger. 

The levy for school operations next year has been in¬ 
creased and the debt retirement levy reduced. School 
Superintendent Robert L. McConeghy reported. 

The total school property tax assessment next year will be 
$30.09 per $1,000 of assessed property valuation, state 
equalized. This compares with $30.04 per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state equalized last year. 

The total tax levy is up one-half mill over last year but still 
within the millage voted by the school district*s electorate, 
McCk)neghy said. 

The $30.09 assessment is made up of $8.9 allocated by the 
Wayne County Tax Alocation Board and 19 mills voted by the 
school district*s voters. 

In the 1970-71 school year only 18 mills of the total millage 
approved by the voters was assessed. 

Hie debt retirement levy for next year has been reduced 
from $3.50 per $1,000 of assessed property valuation to $3 per 
$1,000 of assessed property valuation, state equalized.

A g^eral discussion by school board members about 
levying a debt retirement levy of 2.2 mills and resulting 
depletion of the school district’s reserve fund was held and 
the school board voted against the 2.2 mills assessment and 
agreed on a reduction to 3 mills. 

The school district’s bond debt is in excess of $7,440,000. 
The reduction in the debt levy for next year is due to in¬ 
creased property values in the school district and decrease in 
the bond debt. 

Assessing the full millage available for school operations 
next year is made necessary by increased operational costs 
and reduction in state aid to Romulus Community Schools, 
Mc(^neghy reported. 

In 1970 state aide was reduced by $80,000 when Gov. 
William Milliken reduced financial help to all school district. 
Aso in 1970, the Michigan Suprence Court’s ruling on free

Governor gets trailer bill

Although the main thrust of the legislature has 
been toward budget and revenue problems for the 
new fiscal year, the house has been devoting con¬ 
siderable time to floor action on a variety of bills. 

One somewhat controversial bill which has finally 
cleared both houses and been sent to the governor is 
a senate proposal which would allow 14 foot wide 
trailers to be hauled on Michigan Roads. The 
present limit is 12 feet. 

After the bill passed the senate and was sent to the 
house there were several house amendments added 
to it. Those amendments were unacceptable to the 
senate and the bUl was sent to a special house- 
senate conference committee to work out the dif¬ 
ferences. Both the house and senate approved the 
conference committee report. 

The bill has two major benefits. It will help to 
stimulate Michigan’s mobile home industry and 
make it more competitive with those in other states 
that allow the larger units to be hauled over their 


highways. Also, it will help to make decent housing 
available to those families who cannot afford 
custom built homes. The extra width of the mobile 
homes will make them more attractive to potential 
buyers. 

Opponents of the bill claim it would create traffic 
hazards on the highways. However, there were a 
number of safeguards written into the bUl which 
would reduce any such dangers. Among them is a 
ban against hauling the big units on weekends and 
holidays. 

Another recently approved house bill will be of 
special interest to senior citizens. It would prohibit 
gas, electric or telephone companies from 
demanding cash deposits for service from persons 
62 years old or older who are applicants for 
residential service. 

The only exception would be when the utility 
could show that die applicants are bad credit risks 
under standards set by the Michigan Public Service 
Commission.

The purpose of the bill is to prevent unwanted 
pregnancies among unmarried teenage girls. Under 
present law, doctors cannot dispense birth control 
services to single girls under 21 without parental 
approval.

He may well 
become Muskie’s great 
problem but, in a convention 
showdown, the party balance 
will tend to tilt toward the 
logic of Muskie. 

Politics can turn its back on 
logic but in the sweet lull of 
summer, Muskie is regarding 
his prospects with an 
assurance he has not felt in 
months.

Sudak was the first of three 
signers who petitioned Board 
Chairman Donald J. Piz- 
zimenti earlier this month to 
call a special meeting for 
another election of officers. 

Pizzimenti refused on the 
grounds that another election 
was not within the board’s 
authority until next February. 

Dunn also said that Sudak’s 
apparent involvement with 
Greymore was an important 
factor in his replacement. 

By council resolution in 
1967, Southgate instructed it’s 
board representatives not to 
become involved with the 
former director. 

“We don’t need that kind of 
publicity about things that 
happened back in 1966,” Dunn 
said. He added that he did not 
know Greymore personally 
and had no ax to ^ind with 
him, but felt it was in the best 
interest of his city to prevent 
negative publicity. 

Sudak’s most severe 
criticism of the Authority 
involved the selection of a 
Chicago-based architectural 
firm to draw up plans for the 
new Taylor hospital. 

He criticized the selection of 
out-of-state firms while this st 
state’s jobless rate is ex¬ 
tremely high. 


He also indicated that the 
architectural firm E. 
Todd Wheeler and the Perkins 
and Will Partnership, is 
registered as a Michigan 
corporation and pays state 
taxes. 

Dunn mentioned Sudak’s 
objections to the firm’s 
selection and his letters to 
newspapers on the subject as 
a factor in Sudak’s ouster. 

“I don’t think anyone on the 
council knows all 
the mechanics,” the coun¬ 
cilman stated, “but a majority 
of the board backed the ap¬ 
pointing of the architectural 
firm. The majority on the city 
council feel that it was within 
this framework that he should 
have worked with the board. 

“I’m sure that the State 
Attorney General and the 
Finance Commission is 


watching the PCHA very 
carefully. If he felt there was 
some hanky-panky going on, . 
he should have gone to them.” i 

Sudak himself apparently 
has not been involved with the 
Attorney General, but 
Greymore, through a lawyer, ^ 
recently sent a packet to the ' 
Attorney General containing 
statements on various 
practices now occuring within 
PCHA. 

Mrs. Maxine Boord Virtue, 
an assistant attorney genial 
has informed Greymore’s 
attorney that her office “can 
make no use of these 
unauthenticated copies.” \ 

She requested that 
Greymore send by covering 
letter under his signature any 
factual information he wishes 
them to include in their PCHA 
file. 


“I am really distrubed to 
think,” Sudak said recently 
“that with Michigan being a 
leading state in the unem¬ 
ployment, these people would 
go to an Illinois firm.” 

Pizzimenti defended the 
selection by pointing out that 
the company had been 
selected only after many 
months of study, and that it 
had been selected by a 
majority of the board of 
directors.

not, as a rule, inspire belly- 
laughs, and Russian trappings 
don’t generally signal an 
atmosphere of hilarity. It 
takes a better cast than the 
University of Michigan has to 
offer to overcome these 
handicaps. 

Edward Cicciarelli’s Orsino 
is adequate, but more is 
needed. Cecilia Phelan’s Viola 
is somber. Priscilla Lindsay is 
much brighter; as Olivia §he 
is a total coquette. Bruce 
Levitt is a hearty Sir Toby 
while James Harris is an 
excellent clown.

The open air 
booths encourage face-to-face 
contact and avoid the rigid 
formalities of traditional art 
museum settings. Performing 
artists and craftsmen lend'a 
note of theatricality.

Early photographs 
to he seen in exhibit 


Thomas Eakins, one of 
America’s great realist 
painters, acquired a camera 
in 1880 and used it constantly 
for the next 15 years. More 
than 200 photographs he took 
will be shown Jn^tlie Detroit 
Institute of Arts now thrbu^ 
Sunday, Aug. 29. 

The camera lens became a 
“third eye” for Eakins. 
Relatives, friends (including 
poet Walt Whitman), students 
and family pets were among 
his subjects and the 
photographs were often direct 
sources for some of his best 
known works like “The. 
Swimming Hole,’’ 
“Wrestlers,” and “Hauling 
the Seine.” 

He had no qualms about 
using photography as an aid to 
painting, unlike many artists 
who resented Daguerre’s 1839 
discovery because popularity 
of the camera cut back portrait 
commissions which had 
been their mainstay. 


Many of the photographs in 
the exhibition are recent 
discoveries, unearthed by 
Eakins’ scholar, Gordon 
Hendricks, who wrote the 
illustrated catalogue of the 
show. “Thomas EafdnSc,.

Georje Bernard Shaw’s love affair with the 
English language certainly must be shared by Robert Bolt, 
whose well honed and brilliantly polished “A Man for All 
Seasons” opened the upstairs portion of the Wayne State 
University Theatre’s Summer Theatre Festival at the 
Hilberry last week. Indeed Paul Scofield’s interpretation of 
Sir Thomas More on Broadway is remembered as a perfect 
jewel of a performance in a flawless setting of a pl^y. 


it seems the stage is filled with skulkers and speedsters in 
continual motion. But at least it prevents things from 
becoming ponderous. 

Thomas B. Hill is most effective as the blunt and hearty 
common man. Bolt’s clever device to play the panoply of 
great men and great events against the slightly cynical 
posture of the masses who couldn’t care in the least what is 
happening unless it is happening to them. Mary Benson and 
Barbara BaU are much warmer and more effective, than 
Jensen as Bolt’s family, but David MacEnulty appeal^ 
briefly as Henry VIH lacks authority. James S. Newell' is 
ruthless as the self-serving Cromwell. 

“A Man For All Seasons” does not succeed in its Wayne 
staging, but Bolt’s giant work is hard to kill. It’s stiU an ex¬ 
tremely stimulating 2V^ hours.

And when Henry formed the CJhurch of 
England because the Pope would not sanction his divorce 
from Catherine of Aragon to wed Anne Boleyn, the silence of 
More, deeply committed in the highest spiritual sense to 
Rome, so an^ished Henry that he had to destroy him, a task 
which took years for More, although imprisoned and his 
lands and goods confiscated, refused to permit a loophole in 
the law which would allow his execution and was ultimately 
eliminated through perjured testimony. 

Unfortunately, the More of Howard Jensen is a tarnished 
jewel and this is one play which rides almost completely on 
the interpretation of its star. Jensen is cold and remote, a 
posture he used to great effect as the icy, ironwilled mayor in 
“Enemy of the People.” But the Ibsen play raises a valid 
point ; there is almost no forward movement in the first act of 
“Enemy” — the scene is used mostly to show the great 
warmth and love and happiness in the Stockmann family to 
emphasize what his conscience is forcing him to sacrifice. 
Thus it must be with More, who must be shown as a warm 
and loving man to magnify his fall.

Grain program payments due 


Preliminary payments are 
now being released to 
Michigan farmers who 
participated in the 1971 wheat 
and fe^ grain programs. 


On July 1 over 37,000 
payments for almost 16 
million dollars had been 
processed. This is about fifty 
percent of the total payments 
to be issued, Nick Smith, 
chairman of the Michigan 
Stale Agricultural 
Stabilization and 


Conservation Committee 
reported. 

These pryments, he added, 
are made to reimburse 
farmers for the cost of idling 
productive cropland acres and 
maintaining that acreage in a 
satisfactory conserving 
manner. 

The concept of the new set- 
aside program was devised to 
assist American farmers in 
producing for expanded 
fbreign and domestic 
markets. On the rest of their 


land farmers in the program 
can shift their production 
without acreage restrictions 
according to market needs. 
Such shifts hopefully will 
enable farmers to cut their 
production costs and thereby 
raise their farm income and at 
the same time make our 
agricultural products more 
competitive in foreign 
markets. 

Smith, in closing, stated that 
the preliminary wheat 
payments being mailed 


represent about 75 percent of 
the total expected payment. 
Final payments will depend 
upon the National average 
wheat market price and will 
be made after Dec. 1 , 1971.

A Special Meeting of the Van Buren Board of Education 
was held in the Board Room of the Administration 
Building on Monday, June 28,1971 at 8:00 p.m.

INFANTS’ CRIES 
SIGNAL DISTRESS 

As every experienced mother knows, a baby’s cries will 
differ according to his needs. One kind of howl means ‘I’m- 
starving-to-death,’ another ‘I’m-sopping-wet-come-change- 
me.’ 

Doctors, too, are clued into a newborn’s health by his cry. 
“The character of the cry is of great diagnostic importance,’’ 
br. James M. Toomey, of the University of Rochester School 
of Medicine, told physicians attending a recent medical 
meeting. 

Stridor, a harsh whistly sound resulting from partial ob¬ 
struction of the air passages, may indicate a decrease in the 
opening of the larynx. Or it may accompany other airway 
narrowing. 

A deep barking sound may indicate problems with the 
trachea, while a muffled cry may indicate obstruction 
elsewhere. A weak or absent cry, wheezing, a loud stuttering 
cry - all these are an infant’s way of calling for help, the 
physician observed. And physicians are alert - as mothers 
are - to the nuances of crying.
